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Pioneering in Old Natchitoches

The librarian of the Natchitoches (La.) Parish Library Demonstration 
reports the eagerness with which people are responding to the first 
library service in their parish.

ies sAY that one has been pioneering 
in a town two hundred and twenty- 
five years old sounds a bit anachronistic. 
However, that is exactly what the Louis- 
iana Library Commission has been doing 
in Natchitoches Parish, the home of the 
oldest town in the Louisiana Purchase. 
The same year the city of Natchitoches 
celebrated its founding, it also celebrated 
the opening of its first public library. 

The library commission could not have 
chosen a better place for a library demon- 
stration. Natchitoches Parish is one of 
the largest and most populous parishes in 
the state. Eight parishes surround its bor- 
ders. It is the natural center of economic, 
commercial, and cultural activities. Being 
the home of the Louisiana State Normal 
College, thousands of Louisiana teachers 
have secured an education there. It is 
also one of the most interesting parts of 
all Louisiana, having been the military 
and commercial base for the French in 
the early 1700's and also the location for 
the Spanish post. The name Natchi- 
toches, translated ‘“chinquapin eaters,” 
“chestnut eaters,” comes from the Indian 
tribe of that name. 

It is said truthfully that Natchitoches 
Parish embodies all of Louisiana. There 
are here many descendants of the French 


and Spanish settlers and one finds 
both the pine covered hills, characteristic 
of northern Louisiana, and southern 
Louisiana’s “bottom” land, full of im- 
mense moss-hung oaks, magnolias, and 
pecans. It is this rich Red River bottom 
land that has given rise to the beautiful 
old plantations which are the source of 
livelihood for thousands in this agricul- 
tural parish. 

The fact that the people of this charm- 
ing old parish had never had a library 
does not mean that they had never made 
an effort to have one. Numerous small 
collections, book clubs, and organization 
libraries had lived their brief lives, only 
to die from want of funds or someone to 
carry on. When the Louisiana Library 
Commission was first organized various 
committees from Natchitoches began im- 
mediately to plan for a library and to 
seek information in regard to procedure. 
It was not until 1938, however, that a 
parish-wide campaign was begun. ‘This 
came about through the organization of a 
parish unit of the Citizens’ Library Move- 
ment sponsored by the commission. As a 
result of a meeting of this group, over 
eleven hundred letters were written to 
officials in Baton Rouge, the state capital, 
asking for a one-year demonstration. 
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PIONEERING IN OLD NATCHITOCHES 


It was not until spring a year ago, fol- 
lowing an increase in its appropriation 
from the legislature, that the commission 
was able to finance this demonstration. 
In February, however, James O. Modi- 
sette, chairman, came to Natchitoches to 
meet with the police jury, school board, 
and city officials, for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a library. Each of these govern- 
ing bodies agreed to appropriate $500 for 
the rent, equipment, and maintenance of 
headquarters. The police jury, following 
the Louisiana library law, passed the neces- 
sary resolution of establishment and the 
library, after two hundred and twenty- 
five years, was to become a reality. 


ALLOCATING THE Book BUDGET 


The book order for this demonstration 
was compiled immediately. The com- 
mission had set aside $8000 for new books 
and had taken from its own collection 
about 2000 titles to supplement the col- 
lection. As a basis for buying, the fol- 
lowing proportions were decided upon: 
adult books, 65 per cent; juvenile, 35 per 
cent. Of these 40 per cent would be 
fiction, and 60 per cent nonfiction. It 
was also decided that during the first year, 
with a limited budget, the library could 
not give a direct school service nor could 
it serve the colored people who outnumber 
the white population by several thousand. 
It is planned, however, that these two 
services will be inaugurated after the first 
year’s demonstration has proved to be 
permanent. 

Since the Louisiana Library Commis- 
sion had worked out with the Work 
Projects Administration a state-wide li- 
brary project, it was possible to use 
W.P.A. custodians. Due to quota reduc- 
tions, however, workers could not be ap- 
pointed for many of the branches, and it 
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was not until a National Youth Admin- 
istration project had been approved in 
September that several of the branches 
could be opened. By the end of the first 
three months, 10 branches were in 
action. The bookmobile, having begun 
operation in August, had established 32 
stops. Two of these have grown so large 
that plans are being made for branches in 
these localities. 

The reception which the people have 
given this library demonstration has been 
more than gratifying. In one locality, 
300 people came to a branch opening. 
The little library had been placed in the 
school since it was the only public build- 
ing there. We could not believe so many 
families lived out in the hills around that 
one school. The night the branch was 
opened, one family of ten registered and 
each one took a book. Last month that 
community read 612 books. 


Citizens MAKE Up Purse 


In another community, the citizens 
made up a purse of $54 and repaired an 
old filling station for their branch library. 
Another locality got up a petition with 
200 names, asking that a branch be placed 
there. As is always true, the bookmobile 
has achieved great success. In one small 
community located in the Kisatchie Na- 
tional Forest, 54 people have been meet- 
ing the bookmobile regularly. One stop 
is marked by 15 mail boxes. At least one 
representative of each of these 15 families 
meets the bookmobile every week. ‘They 
take the books for two weeks, but are al- 
ways back the next week, ready for more. 

By the end of August, the demand for 
books had been so great that the commis- 
sion allotted from its own book funds an 
extra $500 for book purchases. The cir-

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_ THE first week of the present ses- 
sion of the Nova Scotia Legislature, 
Premier Angus L. MacDonald spent the 
greater part of one sitting advocating re- 
gional libraries for the province. 

A year ago the legislature agreed to bear 
one-quarter of the cost of any regional li- 
brary set up in the province. This year 
the act is amended and government sup- 
port is increased to one-half the cost of 
maintenance. 

No doubt this progressive attitude of 
the Nova Scotia government largely ex- 
plains the recent grant from the Carnegie 
Corporation of $50,000 to Nova Scotia 
for the purchase of books over a period of 
several years. ‘Ten thousand dollars has 
been made available to provide for basic 
book purchases. ‘The balance is to be re- 
leased when action has been taken by the 
government and suitable facilities created 
for the care and use of additional books. 
In his appeal to the legislature Premier 
MacDonald said: “I believe that in Nova 
Scotia we must sharpen our brains to the 
keenest possible point if we are to get 
along in the economic race. If some 
higher standard of education among our 
people can be produced by the institution 
of regional libraries at a cost within our 
means, every member of this House should 
support the move.”

The premier went on to explain the use 
and purpose of libraries and the functions 
of librarians. “The regional librarian 
must be an educator, a person who can 
guide people and help them,” he said. 

He quoted statistics showing that 80 
per cent of Nova Scotia’s half million peo- 
ple have only common school education. 
The province is not a wealthy one and life 
is not too easy so that people here need the 
best education possible if they are to keep 
ahead of others in the economic struggle, 
he declared. 

He concluded by saying: “After this 
war is over there will come a time of 
political readjustment. Great social and 
economic problems will arise which can 
only be properly solved by our people if 
they have the advantage of an education 
in school or of the education that a man 
digs out for himself.” 

This wholehearted support of Nova 
Scotia’s government leader and the grant 
of the Carnegie Corporation are most en- 
couraging. There are, it is true, enough 
problems still to keep us very sober. The 
serious financial condition of many mv- 
nicipalities, the lack of any library tradi- 
tion in the province, and the fact of the 
war are some of them. But, though there 
may be delays, we are confident that 
Nova Scotia will get its regional libraries. 
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Effective Use of Staff Funds

At the request of the A.L.A. Staff Organizations Round Table, a member 
of the University of Washington Library Staff, Seattle, 
suggests constructive uses of staff funds. 


F LIBRARIANS are to lift their staff 
I organizations out of the category of 
the sewing circle they must make more 
constructive use of their staff funds. The 
worth of any organization is judged in 
the last analysis upon the wise disposition 
of its revenue. The weekly sewing circle 
which meets to retail gossip and vote the 
expenditure of its income on refreshments 
for the next meeting is not a vital nor 
even a desirable part of any community. 
On the other hand such organizations as 
the Red Cross would be definitely missed 
were they suddenly to cease functioning. 

I do not wish to imply that library 
staff organizations should devote their 
time and money exclusively to charitable 
works. That would be as unsuitable as 
their present tendency toward futile pot- 
tering. I merely wish to point out that 
there is no virtue in organization for its 
own sake. The urge to elect a president 
and pay dues is a notorious characteristic 
of group life in American society. We 
are known to other nations as “joiners.” 
Librarians are not exempt from this 
mysterious compulsion. Although we 
cannot break the mores of our society, 
we can make them function to good 
purpose. 

A library staff organization, formal or 
informal, should have a definite profes- 


sional purpose and strive toward that end. 
Staff funds should be used more often to 
raise the physical and mental status of 
the individual librarian and thus benefit 
the library itself and ultimately the 
profession as a whole. Presumably li- 
brarians are educators and their work of 
a professional nature. Their organiza- 
tions, therefore, should be for the purpose 
of stimulating interest in and knowledge 
of that work and not for the purpose 
of providing an outlet for social impulses 
which ought to be satisfied in the normal 
way outside the professional group. 

In budgeting staff funds we can divide 
them roughly into three main parts: 
(1) a portion for maintenance of com- 
fortable staff quarters; (2) a portion for 
the provision of what might be termed 
“mental food” for staff consumption; and 
(3) a portion for conducting the social 
activities of the staff. A reserve fund for 
unusual emergencies would make an in- 
telligent fourth division. The propor- 
tions of this division must of course be 
determined by the needs of the individual 
library and would necessarily vary from 
year to year. This is probably approxi- 
mately the division which most libraries 
make. The sum set aside for maintenance 
of staff quarters should be adequate to 
allow for someone who would be re- 
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sponsible for the running condition of 
electrical appliances; the repairing, sort- 
ing, and dispatching of laundry; the 
cleaning and upkeep of staff rooms; and 
the serving of tea and other meals, if the 
library maintains so elaborate an estab- 
lishment. None of these tasks should be 
the duty of any member or group of the 
library staff. Considering only the dif- 
ference in the rate of pay between a 
librarian and a maid, the latter practice 
is uneconomical. 


SUCCESSFUL SALESMAN KNows 
His WarREsS 


Surrounded by books, it seems odd that 
librarians should plan to use staff funds 
to buy more reading material, but the 
plight of the shoemaker’s child is paralleled 
in libraries. The members of the library 
staff are invariably the last to be allowed 
to read the library’s new books. Ob- 
viously they should be the first. No one 
can be a successful salesman unless he is 
familiar with his wares; no educator can 
teach intelligently unless he knows his 
subject. The staff lounge of every li- 
brary should be equipped with book 
shelves and books, in order that the li- 
brarians may have immediate access to the 
important literature of the day—books, 
magazines, newspapers. 

Every staff should have its own private 
library. For those libraries whose staff 
funds are meager, building a library by 
means of a rental collection is a good 
suggestion. Ten really well-chosen books 
will earn their cost and more in a re- 
markably short time. With that income 
more books can be added and the collec- 
tion enlarged and improved. A subscrip- 
tion to the Book of the Month Club 
would be an excellent beginning. 

Besides the professional library journals 
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there ought to be magazines of literary 
criticism and of general interest, news- 
papers of other cities, and other countries, 
if possible, on staff library shelves. These, 
too, could be rented if need be. Many 
of us become so immersed in the routine 
of our daily tasks that we forget the 
original purpose of the library which is 
to disseminate the knowledge of books. 
A little time spent each day to find out 
what is in these volumes which we so 
adroitly charge out to our patrons is 
surely as necessary as the hours we give to 
compiling statistics on the number of 
people who ask us for them. The story 
which appeared in an article recently 
published in one of our professional jour- 
nals about the librarian who, when asked 
for a book similar to Rats, Lice and 
History, gave the patron Of Mice and 
Men, is not amusing. It is tragic. A 
staff library and time to use it could help 
remedy such ignorance. 


A Wise Uss or SociAt FuNCTIONS 


By “social activities” library staffs too 
often mean an Easter egg hunt or a Santa 
Claus party. The sewing circle again! 
Must we spend our carefully budgeted 
money on institutional parties? Are our 
personal lives so narrow and our friends 
so few that we cannot find normal recrea- 
tion and amusement outside the library 
walls? An annual or semiannual library 
tea given for the purpose of making and 
encouraging friends for the library is 
another matter. The library board, the 
city council, the parent-teacher association 
are all valuable library friends. How 
many of them know us as individuals? 
It is not enough that they know the head 
librarian of their city library. They 
should be on friendly terms with each 
assistant if we are to discharge our duties 
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as librarians successfully. In college and 
university libraries it is the faculty with 
whom the library must make friends. 
Because of the comparatively small com- 
munity of a university this is an easier 
task than that of the public library, but 
no less important. The constantly chang- 
ing personnel of a university faculty must 
be kept acquainted with the resources and 
policies of the library. This can only be 
accomplished satisfactorily if their rela- 
tions with the library staff are close and 
friendly. Some sort of program of regu- 
lar social functions is an excellent means 
to this end. 

The term “social activities” can be 
interpreted much more broadly than this. 
In budgeting our funds, the portion for 
social activities might include provision 
for a loan fund for library clericals study- 


ing to become librarians or for librarians 
working for advanced degrees or doing 
research in the library field. Perhaps 
traveling expenses for the staff delegate 
to library meetings and conventions could 
be drawn from it. Speakers for special 
staff meetings during the year could be 
paid from the social fund. And what 
more appropriate use for a part of our 
social funds than a charitable one? All of 
us as individuals and as groups owe a duty 
to the unfortunates of the world, and in 
these troubled times it is especially im- 
portant. Flowers for a sick staff member 
are a charming gesture, but a bottle of 
milk for a baby in a flooded area is a more 
worthy one. A small sum each month 
will care for a Spanish orphan, maintain 
a bed in your local hospital, feed a refugee

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Implementing the Chicago Survey

N AN August afternoon in 1936 Louis 
R. Wilson, dean of the Graduate 
Library School of the University of Chi- 
cago, Carleton Bruns Joeckel and Leon 
Carnovsky, his associates, met with Carl B. 
Roden, librarian of the Chicago Public 
Library and one member of the latter’s 
board of directors to discuss the possibility 
of securing a grant from the Carnegie 
Corporation for a searching survey of the 
Chicago Public Library. Mr. Roden had 
suggested such a survey to his board in his 
previous annual report and the board had 
readily accepted the idea. 

The Graduate Library School of the 
University of Chicago undertook to make 
the survey, under a grant generously pro- 
vided by the Carnegie Corporation, and 
Dr. Joeckel and Dr. Carnovsky served as 
surveyors. Their work has now been 
completed and their report, 4 Metropoli- 
tan Library in Action, is obtainable by 
anyone interested in the findings and 
recommendations from the University of 
Chicago Press ($3). 

Believing that the sooner public inter- 
est in the survey could be aroused, the 
sooner action would result from the recom- 
mendations, the Adult Education Council 
of Chicago, a privately organized civic 
group, recently called an all-day confer- 
ence on the survey, with Curtis Reese, 
president of the council, in charge. More 


than 160 groups in the city responded to 
an invitation to have representatives at the 
meeting. 

Mr. Reese conducted the morning and 
afternoon sessions; at noon the gathering 
divided into round table groups at which 
various phases of the survey were dis- 
cussed. The afternoon session was given 
over to reports from these round tables 
and to suggestions to the library board for 
implementing the recommendations. 

During his talk at the morning session 
Mr. Roden had commented: “The survey 
in my estimation is an admirable appraisal 
of a going concern which in its recom- 
mendations embodies the good points of a 
number of public libraries, but which good 
points exist together nowhere in the world. 
It specifies at least four essentials: more 
money, more branches, more books, better 
personnel.” These words will sound ex- 
ceedingly familiar to public library trustees 
everywhere; the success or failure of every 
public library is measured by them. There- 
fore the points which the survey empha- 
sized for improvement in the Chicago sys- 
tem are the things which concern all 
public libraries. 

One matter, peculiar to Chicago, how- 
ever, was considered of first importance by 
the surveyors, and by the conference con- 
sidering their findings, namely, the li- 


brary’s “dual” form of administration. 
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TRUSTEE NEWS 


Until recently Chicago has had both a li- 
brarian and a secretary of equal rank. 
The survey urgently recommended that 
Chicago fall into line with modern busi- 
ness and professional practice by abolishing 
the office of secretary so that the library 
would have a single chief executive. Since 
that recommendation was made, the secre- 
tary, who had rendered distinguished serv- 
ice over a long period of years, has retired 
because of age and ill health. The board 
has not abolished his position but has made 
it subordinate to the librarian’s, has re- 
duced the salary from $10,000 to $5000 
and has voted to use $4500 of the re- 
mainder for the salary of one of the as- 
sistants to the librarian which the survey 
urgently recommends. 

Resolutions which the conference passed 
concerned, in addition to the matter of the 
secretary : 


Formation of a Friends of the Library 
group, which the Chicago Public Library 
has never had 

Endorsement of the six-point administra- 
tive reorganization program contained in the 
survey recommendations 

Utilization of the main and branch librar- 
ies as community centers for public forums, 
study, and discussion groups 


In regard to the Friends of the Library 
group, the conference recommended that 
all organizations of city-wide interest be 
invited to appoint a representative to serve 
on the Friends of the Library Committee; 
that representatives of the agencies at the 
conference act as an advisory committee for 
the proposed organization and that the 
following groups especially be represented 
when the friends organization is formed: 

The Chicago Public Library Board; the 
Staff Association of the Chicago Public Li- 
brary; the Chicago Public Library Employ- 


ees Union; the Adult Education Council; 
the Men’s City Club; the Woman’s City 
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Club; the Council of Social Agencies; the 
Chicago Association of Commerce; the Chi- 
cago Board of Education; representatives of 
labor; and other city-wide agencies 


For more than a year the Chicago library 
board has been concerned with the possi- 
bility of organizing a Friends of the Li- 
brary group; we hope the action of the 
conference will speed its formation. 
Toward this end the conference has al- 
ready invited each of the organizations 
which participated in its all-day session 
to send a representative to a preliminary 
meeting for the consideration of ways and 
means for creating this group. 

The conference also recommended the 
formation of advisory citizen groups 
around each of the larger library branches. 
Here, too, the board of directors has antici- 
pated action by stimulating the formation 
of such advisory neighborhood groups in 
three different localities in the city. Many 
of the larger branches in the Chicago sys- 
tem already have historical societies which 
could easily be enlarged into neighborhood 
advisory groups. 

Such neighborhood groups could also 
stimulate another suggestion offered by the 
survey, namely, a public relations program. 
In the past two years the library has made 
great strides in the field of adult educa- 
tion, with which any public relations pro- 
gram is closely identified. Perusal of the 
monthly calendar of events in the branch 
libraries reveals a surprisingly large num- 
ber of community forums, book review 
classes, broadcasts, and neighborhood meet- 
ings, to which must be added the very 
successful noon book reviews given each 
Thursday at the main library. However, 
until every assembly hall available in the 
branches is used each evening in the week 
there is opportunity for growth, for all 
such events are not only significant as 
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movements in the expanding adult educa- 
tion program, they also bring the library 
and the opportunities it offers to the atten- 
tion of an ever increasing number of citi- 
zens who ought to be using its resources. 
The most important part of the confer- 
ence proceedings concerned itself with the 
need of additional income for the library; 
obviously, the more funds any library has 
at its disposal, the better and more far 
reaching should be its work. At present 
Chicago’s income is far below library 
standards. It is to be hoped that citizen 
interest will arouse the state to grant Chi- 
cago the same library levy which every 
other public library in Illinois receives (1.2 
mills) ; and that the very valuable sugges- 
tion that corporate funds of Chicago be 
drawn upon to make up the deficit in the 
library’s income receive serious considera- 
tion by the City Council. Added to these 
two sources, state and/or federal aid 
should be secured to bring Chicago’s 
budget up to the amount suggested by the 
survey, which would enable its board of 
directors to put into effect the important 
changes which the survey suggests.

the A.L.A. Trustees Section, the A.L.A. 
Program Committee, and James J, 
Weadock, Jr., chairman of the Program 
Committee of the Trustees Section. 

The program of the Friends of the Li- 
brary luncheon is given on page 339 of this 
issue of the Bulletin. Trustees who will 
not arrive in Cincinnati early in confer- 
ence week when luncheon tickets are 
placed on sale may make reservations by 
writing to Chalmers Hadley, librarian, 
Cincinnati Public Library. Following the 
luncheon, the Friends of Libraries Com- 
mittee has arranged for a round table dis- 
cussion at which Mrs. Pearl G. Maire, 
Lima trustee, will tell of the organization 
of the Friends of Lima and Allen County 
Public Library. 

A tea for trustees will be held at the 
Netherland Plaza from 4:00 to 5:30 P.M., 
Thursday, under the joint sponsorship of 
the Ohio Library Trustees Association 
and the A.L.A. Trustees Section. Host- 
esses will be Mrs. Philip Sidney Smith, of 
Washington, representing the A.L.A., and 
Mrs. Elsie Bennett Wilson, president of 
the Ohio Library Trustees Association. 

At the general session Thursday evening 
trustees will have a chance to take part in 
the Town Meeting of the Air discussion 
of censorship under the leadership of 
George V. Denny, Jr., who has made these 
programs famous.

Symphonies at Sundown and Other 
Events for Music Lovers 


usic lovers in many parts of the 
M country are finding their public 
libraries an increasing source of pleasure 
and inspiration, according to recent re- 
ports received at A.L.A. Headquarters. 

Beatrice Geddes of Indianapolis notes 
that the Rauh Memorial Branch of which 
she is librarian will again undertake 
“Symphonies at Sundown” after the suc- 
cessful series of concerts given under that 
title in the garden of the branch library 
last year. 

More than 3000 people attended the 
five Sunday afternoon concerts and one 
youth concert which Miss Geddes ar- 
ranged last summer with the cooperation 
of the Indianapolis Federal Orchestra 
conducted by Paul Fidlar. 

A thousand folders announced the 
series to patrons of the entire Indianapolis 
library system before the first concert in 
July. Daily and weekly papers carried 
advance feature stories and pictures; an 
advisory committee of nine professional 
and business men and women, patrons of 
the branch, as well as Luther L. Dicker- 
son, Indianapolis librarian, assisted in 
preliminary arrangements. A _ friendly 
radio announcer reminded people at noon 
before the first concert that the symphony 
would be at five, and evening radio an- 
nouncers reported the concert after it was 
over. Constant publicity, handled with 
the aid of a volunteer publicity committee, 
secured widespread public attention. 

A concert chairman for each program 
was an important factor in the success of 


the series, according to Miss Geddes. 
Fabian Sevitzky, conductor of the In- 
dianapolis Symphony Orchestra, who was 
out of town, appointed the business man- 
ager of the symphony as his personal 
representative to serve as chairman for 
one concert. The national adjutant of 
the American Legion, which has its head- 
quarters in Indianapolis, served as chair- 
man at another. 

At each concert an attractive mimeo- 
graphed program carried notes about 
chairmen or sponsors of the series, the boy 
scouts and camp fire girls in charge of 
parking or serving as ushers, or notes 
about composers. Many concert patrons 
who had never used the library became 
borrowers through this introduction. 


PorTLAND’s Datty CONCERTS 
In Portland, Ore., (Nell Unger, 


librarian) daily concerts are being given 
for patrons who frequently assist in selec- 
tion of programs. A collection of 1500 
records and a sound proof room facilitate 
concert arrangements. 

Minneapolis music lovers can borrow 
favorite compositions from a collection 
of 2500 records or hear records once a 
week at a concert arranged in the library. 
A series of talks on music appreciation 
was recently sponsored by the library of 
which Carl Vitz is librarian. 

In Newark, N.J., a gift of 50 sets of ten 
symphonic recordings from the National 
Committee for Music Appreciation will

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Books for European Readers 


Ww” OR no war, European readers 
are having an opportunity to read 
American books. The Books for Europe 
Project of the A.L.A. Committee on In- 
ternational Relations was scheduled to 
begin active work the first of September 
1939. In spite of the fact that Hitler 
began activities at the same time, the work 
of the project went ahead. In fact it 
was felt that gestures of international good 
will would be even more appreciated now 
than in less trying times. 

A grant of $60,000 by the Rockefeller 
Foundation for a program covering a 
three-year period makes the project 
possible. Its purpose as stated by 
Carl H. Milam, A.L.A. Secretary, “is 
to give European readers who are inter- 
ested freer access to the thought of Amer- 
ican men of letters and of science, and to 
overcome, in some measure, the handicap 
of high prices of American books abroad.” 
A foundation for the work was made by 
J. Periam Danton, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on International Relations, who 
visited the participating librarians in Eu- 
rope during the summer of 1939. The 
office of the project is located, through the 
courtesy of the New York Public Library, 
in its building at 137 W. Twenty-fifth St. 

The project operates, in most cases, 
through the central library agencies in 
the countries included—Denmark, Eire, 
England, France, Netherlands, Norway, 
Sweden, and Switzerland. This year’s 
unused appropriations to Belgium and 
Finland (in the original draft but omitted 
this year) were reallocated recently to

England, Norway, and Sweden. Using 
Norway as an example, the books are to 
be available there through the Government 
Traveling Libraries, the Deichman Li- 
brary and the University Library in Oslo, 
and the public libraries at Bergen, Kristian- 
sand, and Troms¢. Publicity in Norway, 
as elsewhere, is arousing interest in these 
collections of American books. 

Libraries in wartime England and 
France have been faced with additional 
duties—hence in these countries broader 
interpretation of the program was neces- 
sary. Quantity subscriptions to periodi- 
cals, Reader’s Digest, Life, Harper’s, etc., 
and books, mainly reprints, have been sent 
for the men in service. 

The libraries select for themselves the 
books which are sent. Book selection aids, 
such as the Booklist and the Book Review 
Digest, are supplied. Two requirements 
are made of the participants: that they do 
not reduce their regular purchase of 
American books and that they request 
books of general appeal. 

The books are ordered direct from five 
larger publishers and from a New York 
book dealer, the net cost of a typical ship- 
ment, including carriage charges, running 
about 25 per cent less than the total list 
price of the books included. 

Many expressions of appreciation for 
the work being done by the American Li- 
brary Association and the Rockefeller 
Foundation have been received, and re- 
ports are to be made later on the use of 
the books and the reaction of readers.

Librarians in the T.V.A. States Confer 


asic factors in the solution of library 
B problems of the seven states in the 
Tennessee Valley and their relation to the 
Tennessee Valley Authority’s program 
for improved economic conditions were 
discussed at Knoxville, March 28 and 29, 
at a meeting called by Mary U. Roth- 
rock, supervisor of library service. 

Valley states represented at the confer- 
ence included: Alabama, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Virginia. 

Participating in the informal discussions 
were 1.V.A. officials and librarians, in- 
cluding presidents of state associations, 
state library extension workers, state 
school library supervisors, Work Projects 
Administration library supervisors, and 
representatives of the Southeastern Li- 
brary Association, the two library schools 
in the area, the U. S. Library Service Divi- 
sion, the W.P.A. Library Section, and the 
A.L.A. Library Extension Board. 

Harcourt A. Morgan, chairman of the 
T.V.A., emphasized translating the results 
of research into readable material. “It’s a 
long way from you people here to the man 
and woman back at the grass roots,” he 
commented. “Finding how to close that 
gap will be the fundamental achievement 
of democracy.” 

J. P. Ferris, another T.V.A. leader, 
suggested possible library programs of co- 
operation by telling how the T.V.A. is 
aiding in the solution of economic prob- 
lems, such as loss of soil fertility, by 
cooperation with all existing state and 
local agencies, including land-grant col- 
leges, county agents and libraries, as well 
as by working with private business. 


Other speakers outlined the T.V.A. train- 
ing program and the part library service 
played in it, the work of state planning 
boards in the area represented, and govern- 
mental, social, and economic factors which 
have to be considered. Against this back- 
ground, librarians presented plans for the 
future for the states they represented. 

The T.V.A.’s own library service to 
men in the construction camps and in 
Norris community continues. A newer 
service is to help state, county, and local 
agencies provide demonstrations of 
regional public library service so set up as 
to continue after the T.V.A. construction 
is completed. Regional services are now 
operating at Huntsville, Ala. (Gunters- 
ville dam area), Murphy, N.C. ( Hiwas- 
see dam area), Murray, Ky. (Gilberts- 
ville dam area), and the Watts Bar area, 
Tenn. 

Findings, which the group adopted at 
the closing session, asked the T.V.A. to 
issue an illustrated pamphlet on its library 
services and to make a motion picture 
showing them; to prepare an exhibit for 
library meetings; to continue the library 
internship; and to set up a T.V.A. li- 
brary council. For libraries of the valley 
states, the findings urged the necessity of 
federal, state, and local support; a co- 
ordinated and dynamic library program; 
adult education services calling for high 
quality, socially-minded library personnel, 
kept alert through conferences and other 
methods; a study of patterns of regional 
service in the valley; and meetings com- 
parable to this in the several states.

Vote Increased Funds for Library 

of Congress 

AN INCREASE of more than $400,000 
in the appropriation of the Library of 
Congress for 1941 seems probable as this 
is being written, according to action taken 
by the House and Senate. ‘The increase 
if granted will provide for administrative 
reorganization of the library’s technical 
services and much needed increase of per- 
sonnel. 


MacLeish Arranges for L.C.Study 

ARCHIBALD MacLeisu, librarian of 
Congress, has appointed a committee, 
headed by Carleton B. Joeckel, to examine 
and report upon the processing operations 
of the Library of Congress and to make 
recommendations for the establishment in 
that library of an in-service training course 
which will enable the library to offer in- 
ternships to graduates of universities and 
of library schools. Dr. MacLeish is also 
asking that the committee recommend 
plans not only for recruiting personnel to 
fill positions available July 1 but for the 
continuation of training subsequent to such 
appointment and the training of those al- 
ready in service. 

The study of processing operations is to 
determine what procedures, techniques and 
administrative systems now in operation 
are faulty, and to propose changes for their 
correction. 

Members of the investigating commit- 
tee will include, in addition to Dr. Joeckel, 
Paul North Rice and Andrew D. Osborn. 


Free Libraries from Discount Re- 
strictions 
THE WILLIAMSON-ANDREWS amend- 
ment to the Feld-Crawford Act was 
signed by Governor Lehman on April 13. 
This means that libraries in the state of 
New York are now exempt from the state 


fair-trade act, and _ publishers are 
no longer permitted to restrict dis- 
counts on sales to libraries in that 


state. 

Individual librarians working through 
the New York State Library Association, 
the New York Library Club, the Special 
Libraries Association, and various organi- 
zations throughout the state, carried on 
the drive that culminated in the amend- 
ment. The A.L.A. Committee on Rela- 
tions with Publishers, Lawrence Heyl, 
chairman, gave official support, and is re- 
porting this important event in order to 
encourage librarians in other states to take 
similar action.

Gary Schools Observe Printing 


Anniversary 


THE FIRST cooperative inter-school- 
library exhibit carried out by Gary (Ind.) 
schools, in what Velma R. Shaffer, super- 
visor of school libraries, hopes may be an 
annual undertaking, was devoted this year 
to the 5ooth anniversary of printing. 

The exhibit, showing the development 
of the book from early times to the pres- 
ent, was shown first in the display window 
of a downtown bank and then routed to 
each school in turn. Assisting Miss Shaf- 


fer in its preparation were Mrs. Mercedes 
Graham, Mary Alice O’Neal, Julia 
Stephan, and Levi Young, a National 
Youth Administration worker, who made 
the figurines used and did the work of 
mounting and lettering. 

“As a basis for our exhibit we used ma- 
terial we purchased from the Institute of 
Graphic Arts for $1.50,” Miss Shaffer 
writes. “We also clipped from old copies 
of Publisher's Weekly sample types of 
Gutenberg, Jenson, etc. The only authen- 
tic items we had were the cuneiform tab- 
lets from one of our schools and a framed 
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manuscript we purchased some time ago. 
One of the little hornbooks is a facsimile 
purchased from the Horn Book, 264 
Boylston St., Boston, for $.50; the other 
hornbook, papyrus rolls, and printing 
presses were made by the children. We 
did want to feature this latter phase of 
the exhibit.” 

School librarians who are planning to 
celebrate the printing anniversary in the 
spring or fall may obtain from the A.L.A.

Legislation 


THE FOLLOWING legislative action in 
the library extension field has been re- 
ported to the Library Extension Board: 

The Kentucky legislature authorized 
the state library extension division to ac- 
cept and administer federal, state, and 
other funds for library development; to 
develop a plan for a cooperative and inte- 
grated system of library service through- 
out the state; and to enter into contracts 
for the extension of public library service 
through such units or districts as are 
agreed upon. 

Kentucky also amended the county li- 
brary law to permit contracts between 
counties ; to authorize establishment by the 
fiscal court on its own initiative; and to 
place appointment of all county library 
trustees in the hands of the county judge 
instead of dividing it, as was done in the 
past. 

The Mississippi legislature authorized 
the state library commission to accept and 
administer federal aid and other funds for 
library development and to establish 
county and regional libraries. 

Three state aid projects failed to carry, 
though in each case some educational work 
was done. 

The Kentucky state aid bill for 
$100,000 annually on a continuing basis 
died in committee. The Mississippi state 
aid measure for $100,000 for the biennium 
was not introduced, by advice of leaders in 
the legislature.

A Guide to Objective Surveys 


URING the past few years the library 
D survey has become popular and The 
Library Survey’ is timely since it is a 
review of methods and will serve as a 
useful guide to those who conduct future 
surveys and likewise will be suggestive to 
librarians, library boards, and communities 
wishing to appraise their own library. 

The author has had practical experience 
as a library surveyor, he has made an 
exhaustive study of the general and spe- 
cialized literature on the subject, and his 
statements throughout the book are fully 
documented with specific citations. Vari- 
ous types of surveys are described but pref- 
erence is given, quite rightly, to the ob- 
jective survey based strictly on factual 
information with impartial analysis and 
interpretation. 

Not only does the author stress the need 
for facts in all departments of the li- 
brary’s activities but in a most helpful and 
practical way tells the surveyor how these 
facts may best be secured. Herein lies 
the great value of the book. It is indis- 
pensable for the information which it 
brings together on measurements, appraisal 
units, and tests, with illustrations of their 
application to administration, finance, per- 
sonnel, collections, library use—actual and 
potential—community backgrounds, and 
relationships. 

Furthermore, the book tells how to pre- 
pare the way locally for the survey and 
gives detailed suggestions for securing ef- 
fective publicity for the final report and 
interest in the recommendations. 

Since this is the first book on library

survey methods, the author probably is 
justified in giving information on surveys 
for public, college, and teachers college 
libraries, but at times this plan becomes a 
little confusing. 

Naturally this book is concerned largely 
with the organization, the technical fea- 
tures of administration, the methods and 
routines of work since a knowledge of 
these is essential for studying the actual 
operation of a library. The author 
frankly admits the difficulty of appraising 
the “intangibles,” the things which enter 
into the spirit and philosophy of an insti- 
tution, fixing the quality of its aim and 
service. And it is in this field that the 
book is least satisfactory. For instance, 
in listing the qualifications of the staff to 
be tested from reports, personal interview, 
and other methods, knowledge of books, 
enthusiasm for them, and ability to inter- 
pret books to readers, receive no mention 
at all. And much more serious, the adult 
education policies and services receive the 
scantiest attention, although these are 
among the most important contributions 
the library makes to the community. 

To strengthen the author’s statement 
that “the survey should never be consid- 
ered the end, but merely a means to an 
end” the reviewer, because of the em- 
phasis given to technique and method, 
would caution readers and surveyors to re- 
member that libraries succeed most when 
they are not slaves to but masters of or- 
ganization.

Scientific Congress in Washington 


CorDELL HULL, Secretary of State, in- 
vites any A.L.A. members who can do so 
to attend the Eighth American Scientific 
Congress to be held in Washington, May 
10 to 18, under the auspices of the United 
States government. Invitations on behalf 
of the President have been extended to the 
governments of other American republics 
to be officially represented. 

One of the eleven section meetings 
scheduled will be on education. William 
C. Haygood, executive assistant of the 
A.L.A. Committee on Library Coopera- 
tion with Latin America, whose headquar- 
ters are in the Library of Congress, and 
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others in Washington will be glad to assist 
delegates interested in libraries. 


To Secretary Hull 


THE FOLLOWING letter to Secretary 
Cordell Hull was written by President 
Munn at the request of the executive group 
of the A.L.A. Committee on Foreign Im- 
portations: 


To THE HONORABLE CoRDELL HULL 
SECRETARY OF STATE 


On behalf of American libraries, particu- 
larly those devoted to research, permit me to 
file with the Department of State our pro- 
test against the British embargo on ship- 
ments from Germany, so far as it touches 
books and periodicals. 

This country is not at war with Germany, 
and we librarians feel that such a step is 
perhaps illegal from the point of view of 
international law; certainly it is impossible 
to accept it from the point of view of Ameri- 
can librarianship and scholarship, and we 
believe that it gives cause for emphatic pro- 
test by the government of our country. 

Scholarship and research are inevitably 
international in scope and product. They 
should not be restricted by national bounda- 
ries during times of peace or war, and cer- 
tainly they should not be subject to embargo. 

Germany has made, and is making, many 
contributions to man’s knowledge. Libraries 
throughout the world are the repositories of 
this accumulated knowledge from every 
country. The world of scholarship cannot 
afford to be deprived of the German con- 
tributions to this knowledge. 

We have been told that the allied govern- 
ments may permit exports of printed matter 
from Germany so long as it contains no 
propaganda. We submit, however, that in 
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view of the vast amount of propaganda which 
is sent from the warring countries by cable, 
wireless, and radio, the little bit which might 
filter through in books and periodicals can 
be ignored. 

We can understand also that the nations 
allied against Germany may wish to cut off 
all sources of foreign credits or currency sent 
to Germany for any purpose. We submit, 
however, that the amount of money involved 
in the export of German books and periodi- 
cals to this country is so slight in comparison 
with the total trade as to be practically neg- 
ligible in foreign exchange and in bolstering 
the finances of the German Reich. 

We therefore venture to suggest that any 
interference with free cultural intercourse is 
harmful, causing injuries which may be ir- 
reparable. 

We trust that in some way the government 
of this country may bring this feeling to the 
attention of the allied powers, and may con- 
vince them that by enforcing restrictions on 
books and periodicals they really harm their 
own cause. 

For all these reasons, let me once more, 
speaking on behalf of American libraries, 
register with you this protest against this 
action by the allied governments, and file it 
with you for such attention and action as the 
Department of State of the United States 
may choose to give.

Commend Format of Personnel 
Study 


Book Binding and Book Production, in 
its March issue, carried the following 
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comment on Personnel Administration in 
Public Libraries, by Clara W. Herbert 
(A.L.A., $2.25): 


If this 70,000-word study were for the 
general reader, a commercial publisher 
would have inflated its bulk 50%. It would 
have none of the agreeably compact sleek- 
ness of the present format and would 
probably list 25 cents higher. Here we have 
the tall type page that adds to the dignity 
of a serious work as well as to its read- 
ability. A happy thought for the text pages 
was the italicizing of the drop folio as 
well as the running head. A fine wave 
rule separates the upstanding 18 pt. chapter 
head from the flush chapter opening. The 
designer was not afraid to use 36 pt. for the 
title so as to give the title page forcefulness, 
as he knew how to modulate it with the 
right amount of white space. On the recto 
a vigorous oval encloses the bold title, the 
whole toned down by a color scheme in 
minor key.

May I emphasize the fact that it will be 
exceedingly wise for those wishing to make 
any of the proposed trips noted in the March 
and April Bulletin to get in touch either 
with me or with the agencies concerned as 
soon as possible? 

In connection with the Provident Bank 
Travel Service of this city, there is being 
planned a delightful two and a half day 
tour through the Blue Grass District, very 
similar to one of the two suggested in the 
March Bulletin for those who are driving 
their own cars.

R. Shaw, Clarence B. Lester, Clarence S. Paine (appointed February 1940), Charles 
H. Brown (resigned January 1940), and Errett Weir McDiarmid, Jr., chairman.

The membership of an 
individual or an institution may be sus- 
pended by a two-thirds vote of the Executive 
Board; a suspended member may be rein- 
stated by a three-fourths vote of the board.

Sec. 2. Each division shall be entitled to 
receive from the Association for carrying 
on its work, an allotment of funds as pro- 
vided in the by-laws.

If there shall be no such person 
designated, or if at any meeting such per- 
son be not present, the vote may be cast 
by the chief executive officer of such institu- 
tion and by no one else. 

Sec. 9. Quorum. Two hundred mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum. 


CouNCIL 


Sec. 20. Membership. The Council shall 
consist of the Executive Board; all the ex- 
presidents of the Association; twenty-five 
members-at-large elected by the Associa- 
tion (who shall be chosen, five each year, 
for a term of five conference years); one 
representative from each section; the chair- 
man of each standing committee; and one 
representative from each afhliated organi- 
zation as provided in the by-laws. No per- 
son shall be a member of the Council who 
is not a member of the Association. 
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AMENDMENTS TO CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


No person shall be a councilor who is not 
a member of the Association. 

Sec. 2. Officers. The president, presi- 
dent-elect, second vice president, and secre- 
tary of the Association shall serve as 
officers of the Council without the right to 
vote, except that the presiding officer may 
vote in case of tie. 

Sec. 3. Meetings. The Council shall 
hold at least two meetings each year. Such 
meetings shall be held, one at the time and 
place of the annual conference of the Asso- 
ciation and, if feasible, on the first day of 
the conference, and one, not less than three 
months before the next annual conference, 
at a time designated by the Executive 
Board. The latter shall be called the mid- 
winter meeting. (Third and fourth sen- 
tences of present Sec. 22 with no change.) 

Sec. 4. Duties. (a) The Council shall 
be the legislative body of the Association, 
and all powers of the Association not other- 
wise provided for in the Constitution and 
by-laws of the Association shall be vested 
in the Council. 

(b) The Council shall determine all poli- 
cies of the Association as such, and its 
decisions shall be binding upon the As- 
sociation, its officers, boards and committees, 
except as herein provided. The Council 
shall have the right to review the action of 
officers, boards, and committees of the Asso- 
ciation.

(c) The Association by a majority vote 
of those present at a meeting held during 
an annual conference may refer any matter 
to the Council with recommendations and 
may require the Council to report on such 
matter at any specified session of the As- 
sociation. 

(d) Any question of policy may, by a 
majority vote of the Council, be submitted 
to the Association to be voted upon either 
at an annual conference or by mail as the 
Council may determine. 

(e) Any action of the Council may be set 
aside by a three-fourths vote at any meeting 
of the Association, or by a majority vote by 
mail in which one-fourth of the members of 
the Association have voted. Such vote by 
mail shall be held upon petition of two 
hundred members of the Association. 

(f) The Council shall promptly consider 
and discuss such questions of professional

Special meet- 
ings of the Association may be called by the 
Executive Board, and shall be called by the 
president on request of two hundred mem- 
bers of the Association. At least one 
month’s notice shall be given, and only busi- 
ness specified in the call shall be transacted.

Sec. 12. (a) At least six months prior 
to the annual conference of the Association 
the Executive Board shall appoint a com- 
mittee of five, no one of whom shall be a 
member of the board, to nominate candi- 
dates for elective positions to be filled. 
They shall nominate candidates for the posi- 
tions of president-elect, second vice presi- 
dent, and treasurer; also for two members 
of the Executive Board for terms of four 
years each, and for five members of the 
Council for terms of five years each, and to 
fill vacancies. No person shall be nomin- 
ated who is not a member of the Associa- 
tion and whose consent to such nomination 
has not previously been obtained. The 
board shall also appoint a Committee on 
Election which shall have charge of the 
counting and tabulation of all votes cast 
at the regular election.

printed ballot which shall be known as the 
“Official Ballot.” The Nominating Com- 
mittee shall also include on such ballot other 
nominations filed with the secretary by any 
fifteen members of the Association at least 
two months before the annual conference, 
provided written consent of these nominees 
be filed with such nominations. 

(c) At least six weeks prior to the annual 
conference, the secretary shall mail a copy of 
the ballot to each member of the Association. 
Ballots shall be marked and returned to the 
secretary in sealed envelopes bearing on the 
outside the name and address of the member 
voting, together with the words, “Official 
Ballot.” 

(d) The secretary shall check on a list of 
members the names of all members whose 
votes were received. The Committee on 
Election shall thereupon provide for the 
counting and tabulation of the mail votes 
but shall not make public the result thereof 
until the votes taken at the annual confer- 
ence shall have been also counted. Election 
shall be held at the annual conference, at 
which ballots (each enclosed in an envelope, 
sealed, and bearing the name and address of 
the member voting) may be cast by any 
member in attendance whose ballot by mail 
has not already been received and checked. 
The candidate receiving the largest number 
of votes shall be elected. In case of a tie 
vote the successful candidate shall be deter- 
mined by lot. 

(e) The professional address of each 
nominee shall be given on the official ballot. 
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shall be determined by lot conducted by the 
Committee on Election. 


ArticLe IV. REPRESENTATION IN 
CouNCIL

Sec. 1. (a) Each state, provincial, or 
regional chapter, and each division, shall elect 
one councilor for its first 50 A.L.A. mem- 
bers and one additional councilor for each 
250 A.L.A. members in excess of 50. Chap- 
ter representation shall be through state or 
provincial chapter unless the state or pro- 
vincial associations in a certain region elect 
to take representation through a regional 
chapter and so notify the secretary of the 
Council. Councilors representing divisions 
shall be elected by mail vote. 

(b) At the first election following adop- 
tion of this section all such councilors shall 
be elected for indeterminate terms. At the 
first meeting of the Council following such 
election, the terms of all such councilors 
shall be fixed by lot by the Council, for one, 
two, three, and four years, respectively, and 
the terms of such councilors shall expire in 
accordance with such determination. There- 
after the successors to all such councilors 
shall be elected for a full term of four 
years. 

Sec. 2. (a) Twenty-four councilors shall 
be elected by the Association at large. 

(b) At the first election of councilors by 
the Association following the adoption of 
this article, such councilors shall be elected 
for staggered terms; 6 each for one, two, 
three, and four years respectively. There- 
after such councilors shall be elected for 
terms of four years. 

Sec. 3. Each affiliated organization shall 
be entitled to one councilor. 

Sec. 4. All councilors shall serve until 
their successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 5 (a) Each councilor elected by a 
chapter or division shall present his creden- 
tials, signed by the president of the chapter 
or division, to the secretary of the Council 
in advance of the first meeting he may attend 
after his election. Each such chapter or di- 
vision, or its president may elect or appoint, 
as the chapter or division may decide, sub- 
stitutes for its regularly elected councilors 
if such councilors cannot attend a meeting 
of the Council. 
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STATE REPRESENTATION IN COUNCIL 


Sec. 13. Each state, provincial, territorial 
association (or any association covering two 
or more such geographical divisions not hav- 
ing separate associations) which shall, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the by-laws of 
the Association, become a chapter of the 
American Library Association shall be en- 
titled to one delegate in the Council. 

Each chapter shall name a Council dele- 
gate who must be a member of the Associa- 
tion. 

Delegates before exercising the privileges 
of membership in the Council shall file with 
the secretary of the Association satisfactory 
credentials of qualification.

ArTIcLe VI. Divisions 


(Articles VI and VII are complete revi- 
sions of present sections 15 to 18) 

Sec. 1. On recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Divisional Relations the Council 
may establish divisions under the following 
conditions : 

(a) Any section existing at the present 
time and consisting of 300 or more members 
may become a division, or may unite with 
any other section to become a division, 
upon approval by the Council of its 
reorganization as being in conformity with 
the requirements of this Constitution and 
by-laws. 

(b) By petition of not fewer than 300 
members of the Association interested in the 
same general field of activity, any other 
group may organize as a division, upon rec- 
ommendation of the Committee on Divi- 
sional Relations and upon vote of the 
Council at two successive meetings. Under 


CHAPTERS 


Sec. 14. State, territorial, or regional 
chapters of the American Library Associa- 
tion may be established by the Council at the 
written request of ten members of the Asso- 
ciation residing in the territory within which 
the chapter is desired. 

A chapter may adopt its own constitution 
and by-laws, subject to the approval of the 
Council. 

A chapter may admit members who are 
not members of the Association. 

A member of the American Library As- 
sociation who is also a member of more than 
one state or territorial chapter shall be ac- 
credited only to the chapter in the state in 
which he resides. 

Local chapters may be authorized by the 
Council, but such chapters shall not have 
representation in the Council. 

A chapter may be dissolved by the Coun- 
cil and shall be dissolved if the chapter be- 
comes inactive or the membership becomes 
less than the required minimum. 


SECTIONS 


Sec. 15. A petition for the establishment 
of a new section should state clearly the 
purposes of and the need for the proposed 
section. The petition should be signed by 
not less than fifty members of the American 
Library Association who are engaged in the 
work of the proposed section, and who 
thereby signify their intention of becoming 
charter members of the section. Before 
such a petition be granted by the Council, it 
shall be referred to the appropriate commit- 
tee of the Council, which shall investigate 
and report to the Council the desirability of 
such section. The Council shall have power 
to discontinue a section when, in the opinion 
of the Council, the usefulness of that sec- 
tion has ceased. 

Sec. 16. Sections may, if they so elect, 
charge annual dues, limit their own mem- 
bership, issue publications, and in general 
carry on activities along the line of their 
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exceptional circumstances the Council may 
admit to divisional status, groups having 
fewer than 300 members. 

(c) During the five years beginning with 
the date of the adoption of this section any 
separate association, whether or not affili- 
ated with this Association, may organize as 
a division if 51 per cent of the members of 
such organization are members of this Asso- 
ciation. 

(d) The Council by a vote at two con- 
secutive meetings may discontinue a 
division when in the opinion of the 
Council the usefulness of that division 
has ceased. 

Sec. 2. (a) The purpose of a division is 
to promote library service and librarianship 
within the field of its special interest and 
to cooperate in the promotion of general and 
joint enterprises with the Association and 
all other library groups. 

(b) Each division shall be organized un- 
der a board of directors with overlapping 
terms and with authority to make decisions 
between conferences or meetings of the divi- 
sion, with an executive secretary elected for 
not less than three years, and with provision 
for the election of officers and representa- 
tives on the Council by mail vote. 

Sec. 3. (a) A division may: prescribe 
any additional qualifications for membership 
it may desire, including the charging of addi- 
tional fees; organize sections as it may 
desire; hold closed meetings; retain or adopt 
a distinctive name; appoint committees to 
function within the field of its activities; in 
general carry on activities along the lines 
of its own interests; and account for its 
funds. 

(b) Subject to the general approval of 
the divisional board of directors, each sec- 
tion of a division may have the same rights, 
including the right to nominate its own rep- 
Tresentatives on committees of the Associa- 
tion. 

(c) Each division shall receive 20 per cent 
of the Association dues paid by each personal 
member of the division, in accordance with 
the expressed desire of the member, except 
that no allotments shall be made for Class A 
library members or for life members who 
became such before July 1, 1939, and no 
allotment shall exceed $2 annually for any 
personal member. 
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own interest, accounting for their own funds 
solely to their own members. Only members 
of the American Library Association may be 
members of a section. 

Sec. 17. No authority is granted any sec- 
tion to incur expense on behalf of the Asso- 
ciation or to commit the Association as such 
by any declaration of policy. 
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(d) Allotments of 20 per cent of dues of 
institutional members eligible for member- 
ship in the division shall be made to the 
division specified by such _ institutional 
members, beginning one year after the total 
receipts from all membership dues exceed 
total receipts from all dues in 1939 
by an amount equal to or greater than the 
sum of these allotments from institutional 
dues and any increase in expenditures caused 
by reorganization. 

(e) Members of the Association may be- 
come members of more than one division 
upon payment of an additional fee of 20 
per cent of their Association dues (not to 
exceed $2) for each additional division, such 
fees to be included in the allotments to the 
division designated; .and upon meeting any 
other qualifications the division may impose. 

(f) For any life member who becomes 
such after the adoption of this section, the 
Executive Board shall, during the life time 
of such member, allot $2 per year to the 
division expressly designated by such mem- 
ber, which designation may be changed from 
year to year. 

(zg) Funds allotted to a division are to be 
transferred to the treasurer of such division 
at six-month intervals. A report of the ex- 
penditures of allotted funds shall be made 
by the treasurer of each division to the treas- 
urer of the Association annually. 

(h) Upon express designation by the 
board of directors of a division, allotments 
payable for the members of a section organ- 
ized within such a division shall be paid to 
the treasurer of such section through the 
treasurer of the division. In such case the 
treasurer of the section shall report an- 
nually through the treasurer of the division 
to the treasurer of the Association upon 
the expenditure of such allotted funds. 

Sec. 4. (a) Only members of this As- 
sociation may be members of a division, 
section, round table, or discussion group ex- 
cept as provided for in Sec. 1 (c) of this 
article. 

(b) No authority is granted any division, 
section, round table, discussion group, board, 
or committee, except the Executive Board 
of the Association, to commit the Associa- 
tion as such by any declaration of policy or 
to incur expense on behalf of the Associa- 
tion. 
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(c) Provision shall be made by the Ex- 
ecutive Board for sessions of the various 
divisions, sections, round tables, discussion 


groups, and other groups at meetings 
and annual conferences of the Associa- 
tion. 


ArTIcLE VII. Rounp TaABLes 

Sec. 1. Any present existing section of the 
Association, which does not organize as a 
division, or part of a division, shall here- 
after be known as a round table. 

Sec. 2. A petition for the establishment 
of a new round table should state clearly 
the purposes of and the need for the pro- 
posed round table. The petition must be 
signed by not less than 50 members of the 
Association who are engaged in the work 
of the proposed round table, and who there- 
by signify their intention of becoming char- 
ter members of such round table. Before 
such a petition is granted by the Council, 
it shall be referred to the appropriate 
committee of the Council, which shall investi- 
gate and report to the Council the desira- 
bility of such round table. The Council 
shall have power to discontinue a round 
table when, in the opinion of the Council, 
the usefulness of that round table has 
ceased. 

Sec. 3. Round tables may, if they so elect, 
charge annual dues, limit their own mem- 
bership, issue publications, organize state 
and other groups, and in general carry on 
activities along the line of their own inter- 
est, accounting for their own funds solely 
to their own members. 

Sec. 4. (The second, third, and fourth 
sentences of present Sec. 18 with only the 
substitution of the word “round table” for 
the word “section” throughout.) 


ArticLe VIII. PuBLICATIONS 


Sec. 1. (Present Sec. 19 with no change) 
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Sec. 18. Provision shall be made by the 
Executive Board for sessions of the various 
sections at meetings of the Association, and 
the programs for the same shall be prepared 
by the officers of sections in consultation with 
the Program Committee. Any member of 
the Association may become a member of 
any section by complying with the require- 
ments for membership, and attendance at 
section meetings may be limited to members 
of the section. No person may vote in any 
section unless a member of the same. The 
members of each section shall, at its final 
session of each annual conference, choose 
officers to serve until the close of the next 
annual conference. 


PUBLICATIONS 


Sec. 19. The Executive Board shall ad- 
minister all publishing activities of the 
Association. It shall appoint annually an 
Editorial Committee of five members of the 
Association, who are not employes thereof, 
to advise upon material for publication. The 
members thereof shall serve until their suc- 
cessors are appointed. The Executive Board 
shall make an annual report to the Associa- 
tion on its publishing activities. 
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ArTICLE IX. Boarps AND COMMITTEES 


(Present sections 21 and 22 are repealed; 
present Sec. 20 is revised) 

Sec. 1. There shall be a Committee on 
Boards and Committees, which shall recom- 
mend to the Council the appointment or dis- 
continuance of boards and committees as the 
needs of the Association may require. The 
Committee on Boards and Committees shall 
define the duties of boards and committees 
subject to the approval of the Council. 

Sec. 2. Boards. (a) The Council, with 
the advice of the Committee on Boards and 
Committees, may establish boards to con- 
sider matters of the Association which in 
the opinion of the Council are of such im- 
portance as to demand continuity in office 
of the members. Members of all boards 
shall be appointed for overlapping terms of 
five years each, but may not be reappointed 
for a second consecutive term. 

(b) Boards of the Association are as 
follows: Adult Education Board, Board on 
Library Service to Children and Young 
People, College Library Advisory Board, 
Board on Education for Librarianship, 
Library Extension Board, Board on Re- 
sources of American Libraries, Board on 
Salaries, Staff, and Tenure, Advisory Board 
for the Study of Special Projects. 

Sec. 3. Standing Committees. (a) The 
Council, with the advice of the Committee 
on Boards and Committees, may establish 
standing committees to consider matters of 
the Association which require some con- 
tinuity of attention and members. Members 
of all standing committees shall be appointed 
for overlapping terms of two years each, 
and may be reappointed for a second or 
third consecutive terra but not for a fourth. 
On the first appointments following the 
adoption of this article the Executive Board 
shall designate the length of the terms of 
appointment, so that terms of half the mem- 
bers of each committee, as nearly as may be, 
shall expire each year. 

(b) Standing committees of the Associa- 
tion are as follows: Bibliography, Work 
with Blind, Bookbinding, Book Buying, 
Budget, Cataloging and Classification, Chap- 
ters and Sections, Committee Appointments, 
Committee on Committees, Constitution and 
By-Laws, Council Program, Editorial, Fed- 
eral Relations, Finance, Work with Foreign 


CoMMITTEES 


Sec. 20. There shall be a Committee on 
Committees, which, after conference with 
the president, shall recommend to the Ex- 
ecutive Board the appointment or discon- 
tinuance of such committees, other than 
those provided by the Constitution and by- 
laws, as the needs of the Association may 
require. The Committee on Committees 
shall define the duties of all committees so 
to be appointed. All committees shall be ap- 
pointed annually and their members shall 
hold office until their successors are ap- 
pointed or the committee is discontinued. 

Sec. 21. There shall be a standing com- 
mittee of the Council consisting of four 
members, the chairman of which shall be the 
president of the Association, one member to 
be appointed each year by the president of 
the Association to serve for three years. 
The committee shall prepare outlines of 
matters for discussion at Council meetings, 
and shall mail them to the Council in ad- 
vance of the meetings. 

Sec. 22. The Executive Board shall at 
each annual conference of the Association 
appoint a committee of three on resolutions, 
which shall prepare and report to the Asso- 
ciation suitable resolutions. 
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Born, Hospital Libraries, Institution Li- 
braries, International Relations, Library 
Cooperation with Latin America, Legisla- 
tion, Library Administration, Library Ar- 
chitecture and Building Planning, Library 
Revenues, Membership, Oberly Memorial 
Fund, Program, Public Documents, Public 
Relations, Subscription Books. 

Sec. 4. All other committees authorized 
by the Council, and interim committees au- 
thorized by the Executive Board, are special 
committees. 

Sec. 5. Beginning with appointments ef- 
fective at the expiration of the fiscal year 
next succeeding that in which this article is 
adopted, nominations for appointments to 
boards and standing committees of the Asso- 
ciation may be made as follows: 

(a) For a board or standing committee 
which concerns the activities of not more 
than three divisions, the board of directors 
of each such division may submit not less 
than two nominations for each position to be 
filled. 

(b) Such nominations shall be presented 
to the president-elect not less than sixty days 
before the annual meeting. 

(c) For a board or standing committee 
which concerns the activities of more than 
three divisions, the board of directors of 
each such division may appoint an advisory 
subcommittee. The appointment of subcom- 
mittees and executive groups of boards and 
committees shall be reported to the Execu- 
tive Board. 

(d) Not less than two weeks prior to the 
annual meeting, the president-elect shall sub- 
mit to the Executive Board all nominations 
received by him from the boards of directors 
of divisions and recommendations received 
from the Committee on Committee Appoint- 
ments, together with his own recommenda- 
tions for appointments to boards and 
committees. At a meeting prior to the 
annual meeting of the Association, at which 
meeting the chairman of the Committee on 
Committee Appointments shall be invited to 
be present, the Executive Board shall con- 
sider all nominations and recommendations 
and make its decisions as to appointments. 

(e) For appointments to a board or 
standing committee which concerns the ac- 
tivities of any one division, the Executive 
Board may return nominations submitted by 
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the board of directors of the division con- 
cerned and request additional nominations. 
The Executive Board shall not appoint to 
any such board or standing committee any 
member not nominated by the board of direc- 
tors of the division concerned, unless such 
board of directors shall fail to submit 
nominations. 

Sec. 6. (a) Each board of the Association, 
except the Executive Board, shall elect its 
own chairman. The Executive Board shall 
designate the chairman of each committee 
annually. 

(b) Any vacancy occurring on a board or 
committee shall be filled by appointment by 
the Executive Board until the expiration of 
the fiscal year in which the vacancy occurs, 
at which time appointment to fill out the 
unexpired term shall be made in accordance 
with the provisions of Sec. 5 of this article. 

(c) Any member of a board or commit- 
tee, except members of the Executive Board, 
may be removed by a three-fourths vote of 
the Executive Board upon written recom- 
mendation of either the chairman of the 
board or committee, the chairman of the 
Committee on Committee Appointments, the 
board of directors of a division, or the presi- 
dent of the Association. 

Sec. 7. (Present Sec. 23 with no change) 


VoTEs BY CORRESPONDENCE 


Sec. 23. Approval in writing by a major- 
ity of a board or committee shall have the 
force of a vote, provided not more than one 
member expresses dissent. If one member 
dissents, the vote shall not be effective until 
such member has had opportunity to com- 
municate his views to the other members, 
and a second vote has been taken. If two 
members on the second mail vote dissent, 
the action shall fail. Each board and/or 
committee shall have authority to set the 
time limit during which the votes of its 
members will be recorded.

In Virginia an item of $60,000 for state 
aid for books for rural public library service 
in the state library budget was cut out, and 
because of the temper of the legislature an 
alternative proposal of a separate state aid 
bill backed by various citizen organizations 
was given up. 

News of appropriations for state library 
agencies is still very incomplete. The Ken- 
tucky Library Extension Division secured a 
small increase—$11,000 a year instead of 
$10,000—but efforts toward a first appro- 
priation for the South Carolina State Li- 
brary Board were unsuccessful.

make possible increased service to music 
patrons in that city, according to Beatrice 
Winser, librarian. 

“Music Forums” are held once a month in 
New Rochelle, N.Y., sponsored by the New 
Rochelle Music Teachers’ Council and the 
public library (Aubry Lee Graham, li- 
brarian). Informal discussion follows a pro- 
gram of music recordings. 

A new music division in Pittsburgh (Ralph 
Munn, librarian) “has been joyously re- 
ceived by the musicians of Pittsburgh and 
has inspired valuable gifts of music scores.” 

Chicagoans, according to Carl Roden, li- 
brarian, show a rising interest in music and 
other branches of artistic accomplishment, 
largely from the amateur viewpoint. 

New Yorkers, Harry Miller Lydenberg, 
librarian, notes, have given the Music Di- 
vision of that library, a busy year. The use 
of the music collection has increased con- 
stantly. Last autumn a series of chamber 
music concerts, arranged by the library in 
cooperation with the Federal Music Project 
and the Juilliard Foundation enabled Ameri- 
can musicians to test their works and gave 
audiences an opportunity to question creators 
after hearing the music. 

According to Norma Olin Ireland, an 
A.L.A. junior member who has been making 
an informal inquiry about the use of music 
in libraries, the circulation of books, scores, 
records, and other music materials seems to 
be steadily mounting. Most libraries arrang- 
ing concerts or other events for music lovers 
provide booklists or program notes which call 
attention to appropriate reading available. 
Several, such as Wichita, Kan. (Ruth Ham- 
mond, librarian) have a university professor 
or other musical authority as commentator 
for their programs. Wichita, incidentally, 
has more than 100 people who gather each 
Monday evening between October and April 
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to enjoy a music appreciation hour at the 
library. 

Detroit is the only library known to rent 
records, although probably other libraries 
have a similar arrangement. 

For an interesting account of the use which 
students are making of music collections in 
colleges and universities, see the Christian 
Science Monitor, January 30, 1940, page 9, 
“Great Music Is Collegiate Now.”—B.S.R.

culation from June 10, opening date, until 
October 25 was 27,536. Reports from 
branches indicate continuing increase the 
month this is being written. 

It has been gratifying to the library to 
hear from such people as the county agri- 
cultural agent, the superintendent of schools, 
home demonstration agent, and supervisor of 
adult education that the influence of good 
books in the parish has already been felt 
in many ways. Each has expressed his thanks 
to the library for the great help in the work 
done by these agencies. 

Perhaps the library’s finest tribute was 
paid by President Fredericks of the Louis- 
iana State Normal College who said: 

“The library in the school has long been 
accepted as one of its greatest educational 
features, but the value of the library for all 
the people cannot be estimated. I feel that 
this is one of the greatest sources of benefit, 
both for education and recreation, that our 
parish can ever have. It not only supple- 
ments the library for the school child, but it 
goes beyond to reach every adult for whom 
there have been no books available. I com- 
mend your work for the good it has 
done and for the good it will do in the 
future.”

If 
you must give wedding presents or going- 
away gifts to colleagues, why not buy them 
with special contributions from the staff 
members interested?

No doubt they and 
many better ones are in operation in libraries 
all over the country. Many of us, however, 
have not progressed beyond the embryonic 
stage in effective organization. Is your staff 
a sewing circle, or is it a vital group useful 
to the community and making an intelligent 
contribution to the library profession? An 
examination of its financial report will give 
you the answer.
